COMMENTS: No basis to dispute the Nebraska Supreme Court estimate of potential Cash Fund Revenue impact to the 

Agency from LB 352 for FY 2022-23. Note: the bill  does not contain the Emergency Clause, so would go into effect 90 days 

after the Legislative Session ends, which could make it effective in September 2021, if the current Legislative Calendar 

holds. There is no reason to assume the Court would not begin receiving revenues in FY 2021-22, yet the Court fiscal note 

only provides revenue estimates for FY 2022-23.
